DEAR  ALUMNI  AND  FRIENDS: 

This  spring.  Western  New  England  College  was  designated  by  Washington  Post  edu- 
cation reporter  Jay  Mathews  as  one  of  Americas  Top  100  Colleges  considered  "hidden 
gems,  the  lesser  known  jewels,  colleges  that  high  school  counselors  and  teachers  say 
their  graduates  rave  about."  The  College  has  also  been  included  in  Mathews'  college 
guidebook,  Harvard  Schmarvard:  Getting  Beyond  the  Ivy  League  to  the  College  that  is 
Best  for  You.  In  his  book  Mathews  explains:  "Schools  that  might  have  been  on  such  a 
list  a  generation  ago  are  now  recognized  to  be  first-class  institutions  that  have 
nowhere  enough  room  for  all  the  students  who  want  to  get  in.  Many  schools  listed 
may  soon  find  themselves  in  that  situation  and  some  are  already  there."  Western  New 
England  College  is  indeed  there  already  with  yet  again  the  largest  applicant  pool  in  our 
history.  Inclusion  in  the  Top  100  is  one  more  indicator  that  the  College  continues  to 
receive  national  recognition. 

This  has  been  a  dynamic  year  at  the  College.  The  Massachusetts  Gubernatorial 
Debate  was  held  on  our  campus  and  televised  nationally.  U.S.  Senator  and  Presidential 
candidate  John  Kerry  was  also  on  campus  to  lead  a  public  discussion  on  Iraq.  The 
School  of  Law  Clason  Speaker  Series  brought  to  campus  an  impressive  array  of  dis- 
tinguished guests,  including  civil  rights  attorney  Charles  Ogletree.  And  the  DAmour 
Library's  new  Athenaeum  Series  featured  such  outstanding  speakers  as  the  U.N. 
Ambassador  from  the  Republic  of  Zambia.

I  will  truly  miss  the  spirit 
of  Professor  Coffey — a  fine  indi- 
vidual in  every  sense. 

I  worked  in  the  Alumni  Office 
while  atWNEC  on  work-study.

She  was  a  patient  per- 
son who  greeted  everyone  with 
a  big  smile  and  an  energetic  per- 
sonality no  matter  what  the  day 
or  deadline.

Establishing  an  endowed  scholarship  in  your  own  name  or  that  of  a  loved 
one  isn't  a  giving  opportunity  reser\^ed  for  alumni  in  their  golden  years  or 
large  corporate  benefactors  of  the  College. 


ALUMNI  AT  MANY  STAGES  IN  THEIR  LIXTS  MAY  FIND 
that  a  named  scholarship  provides  a  special  opportunity 
to  create  a  lasting  legacy  that  will  pro\ade  financial  assis- 
tance to  students  for  years  to  come. 
Endowed  funds  can  be  created  through  a  number  of  different 
means.  Some  donors  feel  comfortable  funding  scholarships 
through  gifts  of  stock  or  cash.  Other  potential  donors,  such  as 
alumni  who  receive  an  inheritance,  realize  a  large  capital  gain,  or 
receive  a  bonus  or  windfall,  may  find  a  named  scholarship  an  excel- 
lent way  to  give  back  to  the  College  instead  of  to  the  IRS. 
Scholarships  can  also  be  created  through  wills,  trusts,  or  other 
forms  of  planned  giving  arrangements. 

Making  it  Personal 

Many  donors  enjoy  the  creati\aty  of  determining  the  specific  criteria 
for  their  endowed  funds.  Scholarships  can  be  awarded  to  students 
with  specific  needs  or  qualifications.  You  can  determine  award 
criteria  such  as  academic  performance,  year  of  study,  part-time  or 
full-time  status,  or  financial  need. 

Naming  opportunities  are  also  up  to  the  donor's  discretion,  and 
scholarships  can  be  established  by  groups  such  as  a  graduating 
class,  a  family,  corporate  benefactors,  or  members  of  the  College 
community.  Some  donors  choose  to  create  a  scholarship  to  honor 
a  person  they  admire  or  to  memorialize  a  loved  one.  Others  choose 
to  name  the  scholarship  for  themselves. 

How  it  works 

Contributions  to  reach  the  determined  endowment  amount  can  be 
given  through  a  period  of  up  to  five  years.  Once  established,  schol- 
arship gifts  will  be  made  to  deserving  students  as  a  percentage  of 
the  calculated  market  value  of  the  endowed  funds  while  the  princi- 
pal remains  untouched  and  continues  to  accrue  interest. 

Subject  to  the  manner  in  which  the  scholarship  is  funded, 
donors  can  receive  tax  advantages  for  making  contributions.

THE  CENTURY  WILL  BE  SHAPED 
by  engineers  and  biologists  with  a 
thorough  understanding  of  both 
the  potential  and  the  obstacles  we 
face  when  living  tissue  and  manmade  mate- 
rials intersect. 

One  of  the  best-known  examples  of 
20th  century  biomedical  engineering  in 
application  was  the  development  of  the 
artificial  heart.  In  the  1960s,  pioneering 
surgeons  believed  they  were  on  the  cusp 
of  solving  one  of  medicine's  greatest  chal- 
lenges, one  that  would  be  overcome  by  the 
1970s.  It  wasn't  until  1982  that  the  first 
artificial  heart  recipient,  Barney  Clark,  sur- 
vived for  an  extended  period  of  time.  Clark 
survived  112  days  with  the  "Jarvik  7" 


device,  but  remained  hospitalized  the 
entire  time.  Twenty  years  later,  the  latest 
generation  of  artificial  hearts  shows 
tremendous  promise  for  improving  the 
quality  of  patient  life  —  several  patients 
have  been  able  to  return  to  an  improved 
quality  of  life  outside  the  hospital  during 
experimental  trials  of  the  Abiomed 
Corporation's  artificial  heart.  But  it  is  the 
challenge  of  interfacing  manmade  devices 
with  living  tissue  that  remains  a  major 
obstacle.  The  role  of  biomedical  engineer- 
ing education  is  to  prepare  engineers  to 
understand  the  engineering,  medical,  and 
ethical  perspective  required  when  dealing 
with  such  complex  devices  and  complicat- 
ed medical  issues. 


What  is  Biomedical  Engineering? 

Biomedical  engineering  (BME)  applies 
principles  of  engineering  to  solve  problems 
relating  to  biology  or  medicine  in  a  disci- 
pline with  enormous  potential  for  improv- 
ing healthcare.  Across  a  broad  spectrum  of 
medical  specialties  you  will  find  biomedical 
engineers  working  to  improve  technologies 
and  methodologies  relating  to  diagnostics 
in  clinical  environments,  conducting 
research  at  large  universities  on  how  cells 
and  tissue  react  to  environmental  factors, 
regulating  medical  equipment  manufactur- 
ing and  use  for  government  agencies,  or 
improving  surgical  techniques  using  com- 
puter-controlled robotics  in  operating 
rooms.  Many  others  are  employed  in  indus-

I  MAGING  AND  HEALTH  TECHNOLOGIES  were  named  among  the  top  20 
engineering  achievements  of  the  20th  Century  by  the  National  Academy 
of  Engineering.  If  you  have  had  an  ultrasound  or  an  MRI,  you  have  been 
touched  by  the  field  of  biomedical  engineering.  Diagnostic  imaging  devices 
are  an  area  of  healthcare  that  offers  tremendous  promise  for  innovations. 
And  its  potential  application  of  image-guided  surgery  is  just  beginning  to 
be  explored.  Dr.  Diane  Muratore,  assistant  professor  of  biomedical  engineer- 
ing, is  an  expert  in  image-guided  instru- 
ments used  in  spinal  surgery.  As  a  grad- 
uate student  at  Vanderbilt  University, 
she  conducted  research  on  the  use  of 
hand-held  ultrasound  transducers  to 
provide  surgeons  with  a  free  range  of 
scanning  to  view  3-D  images  during  sur- 
gery. This  technology  will  enable  them 
to  target  specific  vertebrae  within  three 
milliliters.  This  summer,  she  will  contin- 
ue her  analysis  of  the  project. 


"In  the  future,"  says.  Dr.  Muratore, 
"imaging  will  also  be  used  to  analyze 
metabolic  activity  to  detect  changes 
that  may  indicate  the  presence  of 
cancerous  cells."

try  designing  medical  instruments,  com- 
puter models,  prosthetic  limbs,  or  surgical 
tools.  And  with  more  BME  majors  accepted 
into  medical  school  than  any  other  science 
or  technical  major,  others  are  using  their 
BME  education  as  a  foundation  for  careers 
as  physicians. 

Biomedical  Engineering  has  been  a  pro- 
gram at  Western  New  England  College 
since  the  1970s.  With  the  elevation  to  full 
departmental  status  this  year,  the 
Biomedical  Engineering  Department  is  well 
positioned  to  prepare  our  students  to  pio- 
neer future  innovations.  As  these  students 
forge  their  owm  paths,  they  will  also  walk  m 
the  footsteps  of  BME  graduates  who  are 
already  making  contributions  to  the  field  of 
healthcare. 

Dr.  Steven  Schreiner.  chair  of  the 
Department  of  Biomedical  Engineering 
and  alumnus  of  the  Class  of  1986,  serves 
as  an  excellent  example.  With  a  back- 
ground in  robotic  surgery,  instrumenta- 


tion, and  medical  imaging  and  a  Ph.D. 
from  Vanderbilt  University.  Dr  Schreiner 
has  worked  in  both  research  and  industri- 
al environments  and  holds  a  patent  for 
co-inventing  a  robotic  surgical  system 
that  reduces  the  time  and  complexity  of 
hip  replacement  surgery  and  improves 


recovery  time  and  long-term  device 
performance. 

Describing  some  of  the  special  cur- 
riculum challenges  facing  students  under 
his  tutelage  Dr.  Schreiner  says,  "BME  is  a 
cross-disciplinary  program  requiring  a 
strong  foundation  in  the  engineering  sci- 
ences, physiology,  and  chemistry  to 
give  students  the  ability  to  work  at 
the  interface  of  living  and  non-liv- 
ing systems.  The  future  of  biomed- 
ical engineering  will  be  driven  by 
our  understanding  of  this  interface." 

In  BME,  creative  problem-solving 
is  essential  in  drawing  solutions  from 
intensive  research  and  analysis. 
Technical  writing  and  the  ability  to 
report  their  findings  to  audiences 
ranging  from  hospital  administrators 
to  prospective  financiers  are  other 
skills  the  program  emphasizes  that

Award-winning  Research 

while  the  BME  major  is  the  youngest 
of  the  engineering  disciphnes  offered  at 
the  School  of  Engineering,  it  boasts  an 
impressive  track  record  of  award-winning 
student  papers,  presentations,  and  nation- 
al research  fellowships.  Last  year,  student, 
now  alumna,  Rochelle  Bogle  '02,  tied  for 
third  place  in  the  undergraduate  oral  pres- 
entation competition  at  the  28th  Annual 
Northeast  Bioengineering  Conference. 
The  presentation  was  based  on  research 
she  conducted  with  Rebecca  Sorci  '02  on 
cerebral  palsy  for  Springfield's  Shriners 
Hospitals  for  Children. 

Sorci  was  one  of  only  10  students  to 
receive  a  National  Science  Foundation 
research  fellowship  to  study  the  applica- 
tion of  radiological  scans  to  help  guide 
surgeons  at  the  Center  of  Technology 
Guided  Surgery  at  Vanderbilt  University. 
In  another  National  Science  Foundation 
fellowship  experience  she  studied  tissue 
engineering  relating  to  bone  growth  at  the 
Georgia  Institute  of  Technology  in  Atlanta. 

Today,  Bogle  is  enrolled  in  a  pharmacy 
program  at  the  University  at  Albany-SUNY 
while  Sorci  works  for  a  service  provider 
managing  biomedical  databases  for  client 
companies'  technical  and  patent  needs.

2004  Conference  to  Showcase 
Biomedical  Engineering 

In  April  of  2004,  the  School  of  Engi- 
neering will  host  the  30th  anniversary  of  the 
Northeast  Bioengineering  Conference.  The 
conference  vnll  feature  lectures  and  techni- 
cal presentations  by  leading  university, 
hospital,  and  industrial  BME  experts.  Topics 
will  range  from  "Neural  Engineering"  to 
"Telemedicine  and  Virtual  Reality  in 
Medicine."  This  wiW  be  the  second  time  the 
conference  will  be  held  at  the  School  of 
Engineering.  Dr.  Schreiner,  who  is  coordinat- 
ing the  conference,  says,  "It  is  a  good  time  to 
host  the  conference  because  the  economic 
climate  in  western  Massachusetts  is  steadily 
improving  for  biotechnology.  Organizations 
like  the  Biomedical  Economic  Technical 
Alliance  (BETA)  are  pooling  resources 
specifically  in  the  western  Mass  area  to  make 
it  a  more  fertile  area  for  attracting  biomed- 
ical companies.  In  this  effort.  Western  New 
England  College  plays  an  important  role  in 
workforce  development." 

Our  undergraduate  students  are 
required  to  present  papers  at  the  Northeast 
Bioengineering  Conference.  The  papers  are 
based  on  their  senior  design  projects  and 
may  be  coauthored  by  their  faculty  advisors. 
Professor  Judy  Cezeaux  often  advises  stu- 
dents with  her  extensive  experience  in  tis- 
sue engineering  and  occupational  related 
illness  gained  at  such  research  facilities  as 
the  National  Institute  of  Occupational 
Safety  and  Health  (NIOSH). 

Dr.  Cezeaux  says  BME  is  just  beginning 
to  study  occupational  health  issues,  "We're 
all  aware  of  the  ergonomical  problems  of 
conditions  like  Carpal  Tunnel  Syndrome 
relative  to  lifting  postures,  yet  we  still  don't 
know  the  mechanisms  that  cause  the 
inflammation  to  the  nerves." 

This  year  she  served  as  faculty  advisor  to 
Jennifer  Loomis  '03,  featured  on  the  cover  of 
this  magazine,  whose  senior  design  project 
titled  "Comparison  of  Glomerular  Filtration 
Rate  in  Spontaneously  Hypertensive 
and  Wistar-Kyoto  Rats  Measured  Using 
Creatinine  Clearance"  will  serve  as  the  basis 
for  a  laboratory  exercise  about  kidney  func- 
tion in  rats  to  be  offered  in  the  fall  of  2004. 

Edging  into  uncharted  medical  territory, 
biomedical  engineering  puts  its  practi- 


tioners at  ground  zero  of  many  of  the  most 
controversial  areas  of  medicine  from  stem 
cell  research  to  animal  testing  to  quality  of 
life  issues. 

Dr.  Schreiner  says  our  program  seeks  to 
provide  students  with,  "an  understanding 


of  professional  and  ethical  responsibilities 
in  a  global  and  societal  context.  Ethics  is 
embedded  into  the  curriculum,  not  just 
discussed  in  a  single  course.  Part  of  their 
education  is  making  students  aware  of  the 
issues."

A  BME  graduate  who  was  encouraged 
by  BME  Program  pioneer  Dr.  James  Masi 
to  undertake  a  senior  design  project  for 
Shriners  Hospitals  for  Children,  Elizabeth 
Barton  Griffin  is  an  investigator  for  the 
FDA  where  she  inspects  manufacturers 
and  users  of  healthcare  equipment  and 
products  ranging  from  maternal/fetal 
monitoring  systems  to  surgical  scopes 
and  artificial  knees. 

Traveling  throughout  New  England,  she 
typically  spends  two  to  four  days  at  a  site 
on  both  routine  inspections  or  follow-up 
investigations  to  complaints,  checking 
new  programs  at  large  teaching  hospitals 
in  Boston  that  reprocess  single-use 
devices,  visiting  equipment  or  pharmaceu- 
tical manufacturers  to  check  regulatory 
compliance,  or  inspecting  procedures  and 
equipment  at  blood  banks.  She  is  trained 
in  the  FDA's  Quality  System  Inspection 
Technique,  which  includes  four  sub-sys- 
tems: Management  Controls,  Corrective 
and  Preventive  Actions,  Production  and 
Process  Controls,  and  Design  Controls. 
As  an  investigator,  report  writing  is  an 
integral  part  of  her  daily  responsibilities. 
Griffin  says,  "I'm  fortunate  that  every 
course  in  the  BME  Program  had  a  com- 
puter and  writing  component.  Computers 
are  so  prevalent  in  healthcare,  and  every 
inspection  I  do  requires  that  I  write  a 
report.  It's  also  valuable  to  have  a  back- 
ground in  mechanical  and  elertrical  engi- 
neering to  have  an  understanding  of  the 
medical  devices  you  are  looking  at."  As  a 
working  mother,  she  enjoys  the  variety 
and  flexibility  of  her  assignments.  She 
says,  "working  for  the  FDA  is  very  reward- 
ing. It's  very  satisfying  to  know  you  have 
input  into  consumer  protection."

When  you  design  a  groundbreaking 
device  to  measure  blood  flow  in  vascular 
graft  transplants  for  coronary  bypass  sur- 
gery while  still  an  undergraduate,  you're 
sure  to  impress  a  medical  school  admis- 
sions board.  Such  was  the  case  of  Dr. 
James  Daley,  whose  senior  design  project 
for  Baystate  Medical  Center  involved 
designing  and  building  a  computerized 
system  to  test  arterial  pressure  resistance 
and  elasticity  for  transplant  grafts  during 
surgery  allowing  surgeons  to  immediately 
determine  if  the  replacement  graft  they 
are  using  is  good.  Recalls  Daley  "Dr. 
James  Masi  encouraged  me  to  do  the 
project.  It  furthered  my  interest  in  the 
medical  aspects  of  BME." 


The  son  of  a  pro- 
fessional electri- 
cal engineer,  Dr. 
Daley  was  raised 
around  the  pro- 
fession. "Since 
the  age  of  three, 
I  remember  my 
father  taking  me 
to  job  sites.  I  was 
trained  from  an  early  age  to  have  the 
mindset  of  an  engineer." 

Indeed,  engineers  make  excellent  physi- 
cians. Dr.  Daley  went  on  to  graduate  from 
the  Robert  Wood  Johnson  School  of 
Medicine  on  a  full  Navy  scholarship.  Today 
he  specializes  in  physical  medicine  and 
rehabilitation.  Dr.  Daley  says  his  practice 
"involves  a  great  deal  of  problem-solving 
with  the  patient,  whether  I  am  prescribing 
implantable  pumps  to  deliver  medication 
for  stroke  victims,  directing  physical  or  occu- 


pational therapists,  or  determining  the  right 
prostheses  or  orthoses  for  amputees." 

Dr.  Daley  credits  his  undergraduate  educa- 
tion for  preparing  him  well  for  his 
approach  to  medicine.  He  says,  "My  bio- 
medical engineering  training  at  Western 
New  England  College  provided  me  with 
the  two  basic  tools  which  have  led 
to  a  successful  career  in  Physical  Medicine 
and  Rehabilitation.  First,  the  systematic 
approach  to  solving  the  problem  enables 
me  to  quickly  and  cost  effectively  diagnose 
and  treat  my  patient's  complicated  func- 
tional problems.  Second,  a  good  engi- 
neer/physician must  be  able  to  effectively 
communicate  with  his  clients/patients  to 
impart  complete  understanding,  thus 
allowing  an  informed  decision  to  be  made. 
In  my  eyes,  neither  of  these  skills  I  learned 
as  a  Western  New  England  College  engi- 
neer is  more  important  than  the  other."

bioinstrumentation,  bio-signal  and  image 
processing,  cell  and  tissue  engineering,  and 
advanced  surgical  devices." 

Dean  Rathmann  has  made  encouraging 
vv^omen  and  minority  students  to  enter  the 
field  of  engineering  a  career-long  goal,  and  a 
priority  of  the  mission  of  the  School  of 
Engineering,  a  goal  he  believes  has  its  roots 
in  elementary  school.  In  a  recent  presenta- 
tion to  parents  of  Springfield's  New 
Leadership  Charter  School,  located  on  our 
campus,  Dean  Rathmann  told  the  audience 
that,  "Study  after  study  has  shown  that  the 
decision  by  students  to  consider  whether  or 
not  to  go  into  a  quantitative  field— math, 
science,  engineering,  computer  technolo- 
gies— is  made  subconsciously  by  about  the 
fourth  grade."  He  appeals  to  parents  to  nur- 
ture their  children's  interest  in  these  areas 
to  help  America  meet  its  growing  shortage 
of  engineers  while  bringing  a  broader  repre- 
sentation of  American  society  to  the  engi- 
neering table. 

Educating  teachers  in  how  to  promote 
mathematics  and  the  sciences  at  an  early 
age  is  another  avenue  toward  this  goal.  This 


is  particularly  important  in  Massachusetts, 
the  first  state  to  make  engineering  educa- 
tion a  part  of  its  K-12  curriculum 
Frameworks  in  2001.  Dr.  Schreiner  has 
organized  summer  institutes  for  area  teach- 
ers and  this  May  he  and  his  faculty  held  a 
Newspaper-in-Education  workshop  for  area 
teachers  titled,  "Engineering  the  Future  of 
Medicine."  The  program  provided  hands-on 
demonstrations  and  guidance  advice  on 
college  BME  requirements. 

To  help  current  students  prepare  for 
careers  in  medicine,  the  College  offers  a 
Pre-med  Club.  Headed  by  Pre-med  Advisor 
and  Associate  Professor  of  Chemistry,  Dr 
William  Macanka,  the  program  serves  stu- 
dents across  a  wide  variety  of  majors, 
including  BME. 

Yet  of  the  more  than  30  undergraduate 
majors  available  at  the  College  one  of  the 
great  advantages  of  BME  is  the  depth  and 
breadth  of  its  career  options.  Graduates  are 
prepared  to  immediately  enter  this  dynamic 
field  or  head  into  graduate  or  medical  school. 
Whichever  path  they  choose,  the  future  is 
wade  open  for  our  BME  graduates.  ■

Building  an  Information  Systems 
Empire  from  the  Ground  Up

"I  started  this  business  before  I  even 
went  to  college.  The  first  time  I  got  paid  for 
writing  software  was  in  1982,"  Timm  said. 
"After  I  graduated  from  the  College  I  went 
to  work  for  MassMutual  as  a  mainframe 
programmer  and  continued  building  my 
business  on  the  side.  It  was  a  prudent  thing 
to  do  with  a  wife  and  family." 

Today,  after  a  good  number  of  well-cal- 
culated and  prudent  moves,  Timm  is  presi- 
dent of  the  largest  technical  staffing 
and  development  firm  in  western  Massa- 
chusetts, a  company  that  is  generating  in 
excess  of  $6  million  in  sales  annually. 

"Even  in  the  early  1980s  working  in 
Information  Technology  was  lucrative," 
Timm  noted.  "These  days,  I  spend  a  lot  of 
time  with  vision  and  strategy,  but  I  still 
enjoy  coding." 

In  its  infancy,  the  business  was  located 
at  Springfield  Technical  Community 
College's  Technology  Park  before  moving  to 
a  location  on  Hampden  Street  in  2001.  In 
August  2002,  the  rapid  growth  of  Tobin 
Systems  made  it  necessary  for  the  company 
to  make  yet  another  move,  this  time  to  the 
mezzanine  of  TowerSquare. 

Timm  and  12  employees  now  do  busi- 
ness in  1,800-square-feet  of  space  on  the 
second  level  of  Tower  Square  formerly  occu- 
pied by  radio  station  WNNZ.  The  firm  has 
40  employees  working  at  other  companies' 


facilities  doing  computer-related  work. 

Tobin  Systems,  Inc.  has  not  gone  unno- 
ticed by  the  Information  Technology  indus- 
try. During  the  Y2K  hype,  "I  got  lots  of  offers 
from  companies  wanting  to  buy  the  busi- 
ness, but  I'm  not  ready  to  retire — I'm  too 
young,"  said  Timm,  43. 

Not  only  is  Timm  the  creator  of  Tobin 
Systems,  Inc.,  he  is  also  a  father  to  16-year-old 
Gregg  and  13-year-old  Paige.  Unfortunately, 
neither  one  of  his  children  has  any  desire 
to  pursue  a  future  in  the  family  business. 
With  his  son  leaning  towards  a  future  in 
the  law  and  his  daughter  active  in  drama 
and  the  arts,  Timm  said,  "when  the  time  is 
right,  I  will  pass  on  the  business  through  a 
purchase." 

Among  the  accolades  he  and  the  compa- 
ny have  received,  Tobin  Systems,  Inc.  was 
recognized  in  September  2002  as  a  "Super 
60"  award  winner  for  2002.  The  13-year-old 
awards  program  recognizes  privately  held 
companies  located  in  Hampden  and 
Hampshire  counties  for  their  contributions 
to  the  regional  economy.  Eligible  compa- 
nies must  be  in  business  for  at  least  three 
years,  and  must  have  generated  revenues  of 
at  least  $1  million  in  the  last  fiscal  year. 
Tobin  Systems,  Inc.  was  recognized  in  the 
program's  revenue  growth  category. 

"We  are  very  happy  about  being  recog- 
nized by  the  business  community,"  Timm 


said.  "This  award  just  confirms  that  regard- 
less of  how  technology  is  viewed  on  Wall 
Street,  good  companies  can  continue  to 
make  significant  contributions  to  the 
strength  of  the  regional  economy." 

In  addition,  in  January  2003 
BusinessWest  Magazine  named  Timm 
"Entrepreneur  of  the  Year"  citing  "his  abili- 
ty to  grow  when  most  tech  companies  are 
merely  trying  to  survive." 

Although  these  days  much  of  Timm's 
time  is  spent  on  the  administrative  side  of 
running  a  highly  successful  business,  he  still 
enjoys  taking  a  hands-on  approach  to  all  of 
the  company's  services  by  directing  the  oper- 
ations of  both  the  Technology  Staffing 
Division  and  newly  formed  Internet  and 
Application  Development  Division,  where  he 
is  leading  an  aggressive  growth  effort 
through  both  acquisition  and  Information 
Technology  integration.  Among  its  current 
customers,  Tobin  Systems,  Inc.  counts  sever- 
al national  manufacturing  and  financial 
services  leaders  as  well  as  several  growing 
small  to  mid-sized  businesses  in  the 
Northeast  region 

Timm's  long-term  goal  is  to  get  out  of 
the  day-to-day  operations  of  running  the 
company  and  get  more  involved  as  a  volun- 
teer in  civic  and  charitable  organizations. 
He  currently  serves  as  a  board  member

Plympton  is  a  rural  community  of  3.000 
residents  known  for  its  cranberry  bogs  and 
horse  farms.  Like  any  Massachusetts  town, 
budget  issues  are  among  the  greatest 
administrative  challenges  facing  the  new 
chief.  Chief  Clancy  says,  "I've  found  imme- 
diate application  from  my  master's  pro- 
gram. When  1  was  hired,  1  had  only  two 
weeks  to  complete  the  budget  for  the  new 
fiscal  year.  1  rely  a  great  deal  on  the  lessons 
learned  in  my  Budgeting  class.  The  core 
classes  in  law  enforcement  also  have  been  a 
huge  help.  There's  no  question  about  it— 
what  I  gained  from  those  classes  helped  put 
me  where  I  am  today."

Paul  Magee  o\'ersees  a  department  of  nine 
officers  in  a  towTi  of 4.700  residents.  He  enjoys 
working  in  law  enforcement  because,  "every 
day  is  different.  You  never  know  what  you"  11  be 
called  upon  to  do  next." 

Chief  Magee  spent  fifteen  years  on  the 
force  of  his  hometown  of  Mattapoisett, 
where  he  earned  the  rank  of  sergeant  and 
was  active  in  community  policing  and  the 
D.A.R.E.  Program.  Chief  Magee  edged  out 
nearly  50  other  applicants  in  a  national 
search  for  the  Rochester  chief  position. 

He  says  a  college  education  demon- 
strates to  search  committees  that  "you  are  a 
well-rounded  professional,  willing  to  make 
the  time  to  further  your  education.  It  shows 
you  are  committed  to  the  profession."

According  to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  Occu- 
pational Outlook  Handbook  2002-2003  Edition,  the 
combination  of  large  numbers  of  retiring  teachers 
and  a  surge  in  the  number  of  students  coming  into 
school  systems  is  creating  a  promising  job  market 
for  teachers  over  the  next  ten  years. 

Western  New  England  College  has  gained  a 
strong  reputation  among  the  region's  school  sys- 
tems for  the  quality  of  our  undergraduate  ele- 
mentary education  graduates.

The  MEEE  joins  two  other  graduate  programs 
for  teachers  launched  in  2002:  The  Master 
of  Arts  in  Mathematics  for  Teachers  (MAMT)  and 


needed  for  advancement  in  administrative  roles 
such  as  philosophy  of  education,  administrative 
skills  and  mentoring,  and  adult  and  professional 
development. 

Courses  are  offered  in  the  fall,  winter,  and 
spring,  with  eleven-week  terms.  Two  courses  are 
offered  each  term,  at  hours  in  the  late  afternoon  or 
early  evening.  The  courses  are  sequenced  to  run 
every  two  years,  so  it  will  be  possible  for  students 
to  complete  all  degree  requirements  within  that 
time  frame.

Program  in  Disaster 
Response  for  Mental 
Health  Professionals

This  spring  the  Office  of  Professional 
Development  and  the  Pioneer  Valley 
Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross 
joined  together  to  offer  a  certificate 
program  in  Disaster  Response  for 
Mental  Health  Professionals. 

Taught  by  instructors  who  have 
direct  experience  working  with 
client  populations  and  communities 
affected  by  natural  and  terrorist  dis- 
asters, the  Western  New  England 
College  Certificate  Program  in 
Disaster  Response  for  Mental  Health 
Professionals  consists  of  six  ses- 
sions. After  the  first  two  sessions, 
program  participants  are  certified  by 
the  Red  Cross  as  members  of  the 
Disaster  Response  Network  (DRN), 
making  them  eligible  to  intervene  in 
communities  affected  by  disasters.

A POSITIVE  ATTITUDE,  a 
zest  for  life,  a  passion 
for  his  work,  and  a 
genuine  interest  in 
others — these  are  the 
qualities  that  made  Bill  Campanella. 
^ur  much-loved  associate  director  of 
Alumni  Relations,  the  heart  of  the 
Office  of  Alumni  Relations.  His  sud- 
den loss  on  April  26,  2003.  has  left  our 
College  family  coping  with  how  to  say 
■good-bye"  to  someone  so  full  of  life 
who  enriched  the  lives  of  so  many. 

While  the  loss  to  his  children  and 
beloved  wife,  Barbara,  our  own  \ice 
president  of  marketing  and  external 
affairs,  and  the  College  community  is 
immense.  Bill's  life  was  not  one  to  be 
mourned,  but  one  to  be  celebrated. 

Who  can  remember  a  time  when 
Bill  wasn't  lighting  up  a  room  v^dth  his 
dazzling  smile,  a  meeting  when  you 
didn't  share  a  laugh,  or  a  phone  call 
when  Bill  didn't  answer  with  a  cheery, 
"What  can  /  do  for  you?" 

Indeed,  Bill's  life  was  dedicated  to  doing 
for  others,  whether  through  his  many  posi- 
tions in  higher  education  or  as  a  volunteer 
for  charities  like  the  Spirit  of  Springfield. 
He  touched  many  lives  in  many  ways  and 
left  a  lasting  impression  on  each.  I  asked 
some  of  those  who  knew  him  best  to  help 
us  say  farewell.

Scott 
remembers  Bill  as  "one  of  those  people  in 
our  class  that  was  just  an  all  around  great 
guy — everybody  that  knew  him  liked  him." 

Bob  Cassin  '99  worked  with  Bill  through 
the  Boston  Chapter.  He  remembers  Bill  as 
"one  of  the  nicest,  hardest  working,  and 
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Bill's  life  was  dedicated  to  doing  for  others... 


most  sincere  people  I've  ever  known. 
His  tireless  work  ethic  became  conta- 
gious to  all  those  who  worked  with 
him.  I'll  always  remember  the  laughs 
and  good  times  we  had.  He  will  be 
missed." 

Christine  Soverow  '84  worked 
with  Bill  as  an  Alumni-in- 
Admissions  volunteer  when  he  was 
associate  director  of  Admissions, 
and  later  when  she  was  chair  of  the 
Cookum  Committee.  Says  Chris, 
"For  me,  Bill  was  a  great  mentor  and 
advisor.  Later,  when  I  became  a 
director  of  admissions  at  a  different 
college,  I  could  always  count  on  Bill  for 
advice.  Our  hves  have  crisscrossed  through 
the  years  and  we've  had  a  lot  of  fun  attend- 
ing recruiting  workshops  together  When  I 
decided  to  make  a  career  change  a  few 
years  ago,  it  was  Bill  who  gave  me  the  con- 
fidence to  do  it  and  rooted  for  me." 

Patty  Piquette  '90  worked  with  Bill  in 
Admissions.  "Bill  was  a  great  mentor  to  me. 
There  have  been  times  in  my  career  when  I 
have  thought,  'How  would  Bill  handle  this?' 
He  was  also  a  good  friend  when  I  was  young 
and  my  heart  would  get  broken.  I  always 
envied  his  special  relationship  with  Barb.  I 
remember  how  his  face  lit  up  when  he 
talked  about  her.  You  could  tell  that  they 
were  truly  best  friends  and  he  made  it 
known  to  people  how  proud  he  was  of  her. 
I  know  they  had  such  happy  memories 
together  and  he  is  still  alive  in  her." 


"Bill  was  one  of  the  best  bosses  I  ever 
had — very  laid  back,  very  easy  going,  always 
in  a  good  mood.  He  always  took  the  time  to 
clarify  things.  He  was  a  good  person  and 
just  a  really  cool  guy,"  recalls  freshman 
Matthew  Zupka,  who  worked  for  Bill  this 
past  year  as  a  work-study  student. 

Dan  McLaughlin  '96  met  Bill  while  he 
was  a  student  and  later  worked  with  him 
as  a  volunteer  member  of  the  Boston 
Alumni  Chapter  and  on  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation Executive  Committee.  Dan  says,  "Bill 
was  always  full  of  great  ideas,  so  well 
prepared  and  adept  at  putting  things 
together.  He  was  a  great  listener  who 
knew  when  to  speak  up  and  deliver  the  per- 
fect message  that  would  bring  to  the  meet- 
ing a  fresh  perspective  or  clarify  a  point 
He  took  a  real  interest  in  you  as  a  person. 
And  he  always  somehow  found  the  time  to 


thank  or  recognize  people  for 
their  contributions. 

"Bill  loved  meeting  with  alum- 
ni, whether  it  be  driving  west 
to  Albany  or  heading  east  on  the 
Mass  Pike  toward  Boston.

Bill  left  an 
indelible  imprint  on  whoever  he 
brushed  shoulders  with." 

Bill  cared  deeply  about  the

wanted  to  earn  another  degree  just  so  that 
he  could  become  an  "offrcial"  alum.  His 
vision  for  what  the  Association  can  become 
has  helped  us  to  leap  light  years  ahead  in 
programming,  this  publication,  and 
through  the  alumni  website.

Successful  Graduates  Return  to  Campus  for  Alumni  Day 


For  the  fifth  consecutive  year  on 
April  2,  2003,  more  than  25  alum- 
ni returned  to  campus  to  partici- 
pate in  Alumni  Day.  They  shared 
their  professional  experiences 
with  current  students.  The  Alumni 
Day  speakers  roster  was  com- 
prised of  alumni  whose  profes- 
sions span  a  wide  spectrum  of 
disciplines,  from  a  police  officer 
and  lab  technician  to  attorneys, 
engineers,  and  even  a  local  mayor 

Rocco  Falcone  '84/G'87,  president 
of  Rocky's  Hardware,  a  business 
his  grandfather  began  77  years 
ago,  said  it  was  not  only  good  for 
students  to  see  for  themselves 
where  a  Western  New  England 
College  education  can  take  them, 
but  rewarding  for  him  as  well. 


"It  was  interesting  for  me  to  see 

the  changes  in  the  College  and 
the  use  of  technology"  he  said. 

Falcone  spoke  to  students  in  one 
of  Professor  Marilyn  Pelosi's  busi- 
ness classes  and  discussed  real- 
world  examples  of  classroom 
material,  outlining  areas  of  inter- 
departmental organization,  mer- 
chandising, operations,  marketing, 
and  advertising. 

Professor  Pelosi  posted  Falcone's 
comments  on  the  Web  on 
Manhattan,  our  virtual  classroom 
software,  and  asked  for  student 


feedback.  Falcone  said  he  enjoyed 
the  realistic  observations  students 
made. 

For  J.  Kenneth  Gilbert  '73,  Alumni 
Day  provided  him  with  an  oppor- 
tunity to  give  of  himself  to  the 
College.  When  he  graduated  with 
a  degree  in  psychology  in  1973, 
Gilbert  said  he  did  not  know  what 
he  wanted  to  do. 

"I  could  have  used  the  advice  of 
an  alum  to  set  me  in  the  right 
direction,"  he  said. 

Gilbert  entered  the  business 
world  and  went  on  to  become 


the  director  of  education  for 
a  high-tech  company,  he  said, 
and  is  now  a  consultant  with 
his  own  business  called  Manage 
Mentoring.  Speaking  to  students 
was  valuable  for  him  because  he 
was  able  to  point  out  the  useful- 
ness of  a  psychology  degree. 

"A  business  degree  might  have 
helped  me  sooner,  but  the  psy- 
chology degree  helped  me  more 
in  the  long  run  because  I  have 
my  mindset  focused  on  people 
and  what  motivates  them,"  he 
noted.  It  boils  down  to  people 
at  the  end  of  the  day."

THREE-SPORT  STANDOUT 


During  the  summer  on  Cape  Cod,  Jamie  Carney  stands  guard  atop 
a  lifeguard  tower  at  Nauset  Beach,  making  sure  swimmers  don't 
endanger  their  lives  by  venturing  too  far  into  the  ocean  currents. 

But  for  the  past  four  years,  the  Orleans  native  has  traveled  into 
uncharted  waters  of  her  own  at  Western  New  England  College 
in  Springfield,  becoming  the  first  three-sport  standout  women's 
student-athlete  in  the  school's  history. 


The  5'10"  senior  is  a  woman  for  all  seasons. 
And  in  her  spare  time,  Carney  holds  down  a 
biology  major  with  a  double  minor  in  organic 
chemistry  and  Spanish. 

"Jamie  is  the  epitome  of  the  ideal  Division  III 
student-athlete,"  said  MikeTheulen,  director 
of  athletics  at  Western  New  England  College. 
"She  is  a  three-sport  star,  which  is  a  rarity  in 
college  athletics.  More  importantly,  Jamie 
excels  in  the  classroom,  community  service, 
and  leadership,  and  is  a  very  positive  role 
model  for  girls  in  sports." 

An  outstanding  three-sport  star  at  Nauset 
Regional  in  field  hockey,  basketball,  and  soft- 
ball,  Carney  made  an  immediate  impression  at 
WNEC  when  she  went  out  for  the  fledgling 
cross  country  team  and  broke  the  school 
record  in  her  first  meet  as  a  freshman — not 
bad  for  a  beginner. 

After  being  named  cross  country  team  MVP  in 
1999,  Carney  went  out  for  the  basketball  team 
and  earned  a  starting  position  at  forward. 
During  the  spring,  she  decided  not  to  play  a 
sport  and  didn't  know  what  to  do  with  herself. 

"During  my  freshman  year  I  didn't  play  a 
spring  sport  and  that  really  messed  me  up," 
admitted  Carney.  "I  was  used  to  competing 
in  athletics  year-round  and  that  helped  me 
manage  my  time.  I  had  too  much  free  time 
on  my  hands." 


During  her  sophomore  season,  Carney  was 
named  All-Great  Northeast  Athletic  Conference 
in  cross  country  and  All-GNAC  Second  Team  in 
basketball.  She  then  decided  to  take  on  a  new 
challenge  in  women's  lacrosse. 

"She  picked  it  up  right  away  and  became  a 
starter,  leading  the  team  in  turnovers  caused," 
said  WNEC  women's  lacrosse  coach  Aimee 
Klepacki.  "Jamie  is  an  excellent  athlete,  a  hard 
worker,  and  one  of  the  fastest  players  on  the 
team." 

The  Golden  Bears  posted  an  1 1  -7  record  for 
their  fourth  straight  winning  season,  placed 
second  in  the  New  England  Women's  Lacrosse 
Alliance  (NEWLA)  Tournament,  and  advanced 
to  the  semifinals  of  the  ECAC  New  England 
Division  III  Championship.  Carney  is  a  three- 
year  starter  at  defensive  wing  and  was  named 
a  NEWLA  All-star  in  2001,  2002,  and  2003 
despite  never  playing  the  sport  until  her  soph- 
omore year  in  college. 

"I  really  enjoy  playing  lacrosse, "  said  Carney. 
"It's  such  a  fast-moving,  aggressive  sport  that 
is  exciting  to  play  and  watch.  At  the  same 
time,  it  is  a  finesse  game  that  is  free-flowing." 

But  the  staple  sport  for  Carney  is  basketball, 
where  she  finished  her  WNEC  career  as  the 
second  all-time  rebounder  (948)  and  eighth 
leading  scorer  (1,165)  in  school  history. 
Averaging  12.5  points  and  10.5  rebounds  this

past  winter,  she  scored  a  career-high  31  points 
vs.  Fitchburg  State,  set  the  school  single-game 
record  with  28  rebounds  vs.  St.  Joseph's 
College,  was  named  Team  MVP  and  was 
selected  All-GNAC  First  Team. 

The  Golden  Bears  posted  an  18-10  record  that 
was  the  third  highest  win  total  in  the  program's 
27-year  history.  They  finished  third  in  the  GNAC 
with  a  9-3  mark  and  placed  second  in  the  con- 
ference tournament  for  the  first  time. 

"Jamie  had  a  stellar  basketball  career  at 
Western  New  England  College,"  said  Wendy 
Davis,  women's  basketball  coach  at  WNEC. 
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"Her  statistics  speak  for  themselves,  but  what 
is  not  shown  is  her  outstanding  leadership 
ability.  More  importantly,  Jamie  is  a  super  per- 
son. Her  personality  and  charisma  are  what 
makes  Jamie  Carney." 

Although  playing  three  sports  in  college  has 
been  a  successful  enterprise,  there  have  been 
some  difficult  times  for  the  22-year-old  senior 

"My  coaches  are  usually  pretty  supportive,  but 
sometimes  I  felt  pressure  when  still  playing  a 
fall  or  winter  sport  and  the  rest  of  the  team  is 
already  in  preseason  practice  for  the  next  sea- 
son," said  Carney. 

Despite  her  athletic  and  academic  success  in 
college,  Jamie  remains  grounded  to  her  roots 
on  Cape  Cod.  "My  mom  and  dad  are  my  num- 
ber one  fans,"  said  Carney.  "They  travel  to 
almost  all  my  games  and  give  me  great  sup- 
port. My  main  love  is  the  ocean  and  I  miss  it 
when  I'm  away.  I  love  the  summer  and  the 
beaches  on  the  Cape." 

Perhaps  WNEC  director  of  athletic  communica- 
tions Ken  Cerino  sums  it  up  best  for  Carney. 
"Jamie  ranks  among  the  best  student-athletes 
in  school  history.  She  has  played  an  important 
part  in  the  growth  and  success  of  not  only 
women's  athletics,  but  also  the  entire  intercol- 
legiate program."  ■

The  History  of  Engineering  at 
Western  New  England  College

The  engineering  faculty  at  the  College 
takes  enormous  pride  in  its  alumni, 
its  students,  the  courses  it  offers,  and 
the  degrees  it  confers.  Their  pride  deserved- 
ly derives  from  the  quality  of  the  engineer- 
ing program.  Several  faculty  members  who, 
in  previous  years,  were  students  at  the 
College  so  value  and  cherish  their  experi- 
ence that  they  now  contribute  to  their  alma 
mater  in  teaching  and  advising  capacities. 

In  the  four-year  programs,  students  earn 
bachelor  degrees  in  Mechanical 
Engineering,  Electrical  Engineering, 
Industrial  Engineering  and  Biomedical 
Engineering.  In  1971  the  Accreditation 
Board  for  Engineering  and  Technology 
(ABET)  accredited  the  Electrical  and 
Mechanical  Engineering  Departments  and 
in  1985  the  Industrial  Engineering  depart- 
ment. Biomedical  Engineering  is  not  yet 
accredited.  This  is  not  a  reflection  of  the 
quality  of  the  courses  offered  but  rather  of 
the  size  of  the  Department,  which  is  grow- 
ing and  now  numbers  three  full-time  facul- 
ty members.  Accreditation  necessitates  a 
faculty  of  at  least  four.  The  Biomedical 
Engineering  Department  is  actively  seeking 
to  increase  the  student  enrollment  as  it 
develops  new  courses  and  looks  forward  to 
the  time  in  which  it  will  be  accredited  and 
will  graduate  15  students  each  year. 

With  its  origins  in  1919,  when  Western 
New  England  College  was  a  subsidiary  of 
Northeastern  University  and  was  housed  in 
the  old  YMCA  building  on  Chestnut  Street, 
engineering  was  part  of  the  engineering  and 
business  program.  In  1951  Western  New 
England  College  incorporated  as  a  separate 
entity  and  initiated  its  own  engineering 
curriculum.  In  those  30  years  the  engineer- 
ing program  developed  from  evening  divi- 
sion classes  offered  to  men  employed  dur- 
ing the  day  in  related  fields,  to  a  course  of 
study  in  the  newly  inaugurated  (day)  col- 
lege in  which,  in  1957,  200  people  registered 
as  engineering  students. 


By  the  late  1950s  demand  for  engineer- 
ing courses  was  so  great  and  laboratory 
space  and  equipment  for  students  so  limit- 
ed that  classes  took  place  in  shifts,  some 
experiments  going  on  until  3:00  a.m. 
Proponents  of  a  new  campus  for  the  College 
differed  over  where  to  buy  land:  some 
favored  a  downtown  site  on  the  corner  of 
State  and  Byers  Streets,  the  beautiful  old 
Liberty  Mutual  Insurance  building,  which 
had  become  available.  But  wiser  heads  pre- 
vailed in  convincing  the  trustees  that  the 
College  would  need  land  for  expansion  and, 
indeed,  in  1956,  they  did  buy  the  current 
property  on  Wilbraham  Road.  In  1959  East 
building,  now  known  as  Emerson  Hall, 
opened  on  campus.  Students  received  the 
day  off  to  help  move  the  furniture  to  the 
new  facility  and  to  celebrate  the  momen- 
tous day. 

In  the  mid  1980s  there  was  a  great  surge 
in  enrollment  and  by  then  the  newly  com- 
pleted Sleith  Hall  could  accommodate  the 
increase  in  students.  In  2002  the  college 
accepted  100  incoming  freshmen  in  the 
engineering  program.  The  percentages  in 
the  various  engineering  fields  fluctuate 
somewhat  but,  in  general,  60-70  percent  of 
the  students  are  in  Mechanical  and 
Electrical  Engineering,  the  rest  in  Industrial 
and  Biomedical  Engineering.  The  student 
body  in  engineering  numbers  250  full-time 
students  and,  when  the  College  includes 
part-time  and  graduate  students,  350 
matriculate. 

Biomedical  Engineering  at  Western  New 
England  College,  contrary  to  similar  pro- 
grams at  other  institutions  which  came  out 
of  their  graduate  schools,  began  here  in  the 
1970s  as  undergraduate  bioengineering 
with  limited  offerings.  In  the  1980s  interest 
in  the  field  grew  and  students  took  courses 
in  engineering  and  the  life  sciences.  In  the 
last  five  years,  with  increased  awareness 
in  the  health  industry,  the  College  focused 
on  developing  a  Biomedical  Engineering 


Department.  The  new  department  will  pro- 
vide courses  integrating  the  two  disci- 
plines— the  fundamentals  of  medicine  and 
the  principles  of  engineering. 

Our  faculty  endeavors  to  place  students 
in  local  industries  as  interns  working  on 
projects  of  mutual  interest.  As  a  result,  coop- 
eration between  the  College  and  numerous 
companies  has  been  longstanding  and  bene- 
ficial. LEGO,  Hamilton  Sundstrand,  Bay 
State  Gas,  and  Hasbro,  to  name  a  few,  have 
been  the  sites  for  rewarding  relationships 
and  Shriners  Hospitals  for  Children  has  wel- 
comed our  biomedical  engineering  students 
for  several  years.  The  numbers  of  our  stu- 
dents who  are  members  of  the  honorary 
engineering  society  Sigma  Beta  Tau  attest  to 
the  quality  of  our  students.  Western  New 
England  College  competes  successfully  with 
other  fine  schools  for  the  brightest  engineer- 
ing students.  "We  don't  accept  every  student 
who  applies,"  reports  Professor  Eric  Haffner. 
And  his  colleague,  recently  retired  Professor 
Richard  Veronesi  added,  "Our  standards 
have  always  been  very  high.  Now  our  reputa- 
tion has  caught  up  with  us."  ■
